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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of 
which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

2. Claim 13 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 13 must depend 
from claim 12 to avoid lack of antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Madden et al. (US 
6249076). 

Madden discloses a piezoelectric device comprising a conductive powder compact 
comprising a conductive polymer and a dopant, and an ion donor (electrolyte). The use of 
conductive powder to get a conductive polymer is inherent. Madden does not disclose the device 
being used as a generator wherein an electromotive force is generated by stress change. The 
piezoelectric effect is reversible: an applied mechanical stress will generate a voltage and an 
applied voltage will change the shape of the solid by a small amount. It is the examiner's 
position that Madden' s invention could be used as an actuator as well as a generator and 
therefore Madden anticipates the invention. 
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Madden discloses the conductive polymer being at least one selected from the group 
consisting of polypyrrole, polythiophene, polyaniline, polyacetylene and their derivatives. 

Madden discloses the ion donor being in the form of a solution, a sol, a gel or a 
combination thereof (col. 4, line 15) e.g. agar or polymethylmethacrylate containing salt dopant. 

Regarding claims 8-9 the claimed characteristics are inherent characteristics of the 
materials used. 

Regarding claim 1 1, the electrodes and counter electrodes are disclosed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 12 and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The examiner has indicated claim 1 3 as allowable, but must be amended to depend from 
claim 12. Note that claim 1 1 does not claim a plurality of powder compacts. 

The references of the Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest either alone or in 
obvious combination the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the use of 
multiple powder compacts.
